SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

The school Interest of the town shows $700. For its support this 
fund has been nearly expended in the several districts for the ser- 
vices of Teachers and boarding, at the rate of $16.60, per month. 

There are ten school districts, nine of which have comfortable and 
convenient school-rooms. District No. 8, have built a commodious 
house the past year, at an expense of about $700, which they have 
furnished in modern style. 

There has been 166 weeks of schooling, attended by ue 1 scholars, 
at an average expense of $3.83, per scholar.
